This makes me a profitable'market 
for some unmarketable hay and gives 
me a profitable outlet fqr my skim- 
milk.-- tinder certain conditions it is 
more profitable to buy than to raise, 
but that makes a market for those w,ho 
are favorably situated to'raise them.

■to ,, Dairy Evolution. 

The latest development in'the dairy 
industry and one that has attracted 
the most attention probably is dairy 
bacteriology, says D. W. * Willson of 
Illinois In The American Agriculturist. 
It is Only a few years since that tho 
study of bacteriology has been su 
ciently scientific to reach milk and Its 
production. . Today we find that the 
man who is up in his business Is tho 
dairyman who fully understands bac¬ 
teria, where they come from, how they 
go and bow to determine the good from 
,the bad. The man who has the best 
knowledge along that line is the man 
Who Is best fitted to carry on dairying 
scientifically, and exactly aud to guar¬ 
antee tlmt_ Iris product will be -al¬ 
ways uniform provided his milk or the 
raw product has been d/fivered to him 
in the proper shape. 

Marketing dairy products has been 
almost entirely revolutionized within 
the last 25 years. The methods of 
transportation have improved, and the 
methods of packing, packages and han¬ 
dling in every way have been so rad¬ 
ically changed that the handler of but¬ 
ter of 25 years ago Wolild hardly be 
able to understand or appreciate what 
has been accomplished unless he had 
grown up, as it were, with the improv-i 
ed methods. 

We must have the dairy type, con 
^formation of the cow to the business 
for which she is designed. We look 
Upon the cow now as simply a machine 
through which the products of the 
farm are passed and from which we re¬ 
ceive the milk in its perfect Condition. 
The cow that would produce 100 or 
HOO pounds of butter per year 50 years 
ago was considered a fairly good cow, 
but the Cow that does not produce 300 
pounds of butter per year now is hard¬ 
ly considered Up to date. This has 
been brought' about by organization, 
6 / breeding and by studying the prob¬ 
lem and finding out how the milking 
ability of the machirie could be de¬ 
veloped.

CIiHdren at Meals. 

. At mealtimes children may learn much 
in self control, thoughtfulness for others 
and the small self sacrifice which are an 
integral part of good manners, says 
Home Notes. 

The little 3-year-o;d maiden who has to 
wait patiently for her turn to be served 
with pudding or to be lifted from her 
chair when the meal is over is learning a 
valuable lesson, and the comfort of the 
w bole _ family is enhanced incidentally 
while it is being taught. 

That meals may become pleasant les¬ 
sons in kindness and good manners each 
child should be taught to render some lit¬ 
tle service—to look to the wants of those 
around and not to be contented with 
merely satisfying its own hunger. In 
some families it falls to the girls to re¬ 
plenish the teapot from the kettle, to cut 
the cake and to perform similar little 
tasks. Why should not the boys do this? 
They need the little discipline that wait¬ 
ing on others demands far more than 
their sisters, and, therefore, they should 
not have less training in habits of cour¬ 
tesy and kindness. 

Children may and should be taught at 


while dry scalps are injured by too fre¬ 
quent washing, once in four weeks suffic¬ 
ing. Neither 'do dry scalps require the 
use of borax or soda in the shampoo for 
their use. Simple white castile soap of 
good quaiily is the correct thing for them. 
Under no circumstances should ammonia 
ever be used in washing the hair.

When scalps are subject to continu¬ 
ous perspiration, special advice should be 
taken, as medical treatment for the af¬ 
fected glands is the only way to save the 
hair from being/irretrievably lost. Sun¬ 
ning and airing the hair cannot be too 
much commended ns the very best means 
of keeping it in perfect health. When¬ 
ever opportunity offers to let the hnir 
hang loose for an ho*r or two it should 
lie taken advantage of. Lastly, in dress¬ 
ing the hair endeavor to avoid ail strain 
upon the roots and use celluloM or shell 
hairpins in preference to metal ones.— 
New York Vogue.

lower. As you enter the building at the 
right there are two aerating or sedi¬ 
mentation tanks, each holding about 
20,000 gallons of water. As the water 
enters these tanks it Is thrown out in 
a thin sheet so as to take up all the 
air possible, a small amount of coagu¬ 
lant having been previously applied. 
It then passes by gravity to the four 
filters on the right of the building, each 
of which has a capacity of 500.000 gal¬ 
lons per day. As the water comes from 
the reservoirs it is dark in color and 
disagreeable' in tgste and odor, but aft¬ 
er it has passed through the filters this 
Is all removed, and it Is clear and 
bright and is deposited In a clear well 
which is immediately under the gravi¬ 
ty filters and holds 110,000 gallons, sup¬ 
plying the lower part of the town.

FEEDING DAIRY COWS. 

Dully Grain Ration Based on Pound* 
of Pst Produced. 

Professor. T. L. Haeeker in The Dai¬ 
ry Record gives the following good 
suggestions as to the feeding of dairy 
cows for profitable milk production: 

In former .articles we pointed out as 
best we could why cow keepers should 
own and use a rdilk scales and a Bab¬ 
cock milk test. It was not to ascertain 
whether you had cows that were not 
doing good work In the dairy, but the 
advice was given with a view'of aiding 
you in feeding for economical milk pro¬ 
duction. We do not believe in stuffing 
cows indiscriminately with expensive 
grain foods. Scientists have formulat¬ 
ed certain feeding standards. Until re¬ 
cent years the standard daily ration for 
a cow weighing 1,000 pounds was 24 
pounds of dry matter, 2.5 pounds pro¬ 
tein, 12,5 pounds of carbohydrates and 
about half a pound of fat. But in gen¬ 
eral practice it was found that this 
standard could not be followed, since 
some cows could not digest and assimi¬ 
late so much, while others needed 
more v v 

So another standard was formulated 
in which the amount of milk yielded 
daily was made the basis. But we find 
that the new formula is as defective as 
was the one first prescribed, because 
milk varies greatly in regard to the 
amount of solids it contains. A cow 
that- gives a milk containing a very 
high per cent of solids needs more food 
to produce a given quantity of milk 
than is required by one giving milk 
containing relatively a small per cent 
of solids. We pointed to the fact that 
milk that Is brought to our creameries 
generally tests from 3.5 to 4 per cent 
fat and that with such milk the per 
cent of fat was a fair index of the

The heating of the milk or cream by 
this process produces much of the 
same results upon the character of the 
butter fats as is done by the process 
used in making the “renovated” or 
“patent process” butter excepting that 
i the butter is made largely from butter 
so far gone In decay or w-hich was for 
some reason so strongly flavored or so 
filthy looking as to be unsalable. The 
heating and aeratingwhile cooling have 
the effect of removing the objectiona¬ 
ble odors from it, but they do not de¬ 
stroy alt the - bacteria, and it spoils 
again very quickly. Yet we know of 
no method of detecting any difference 
between the renovated butter when 
new and the butter from pasteurized 
milk.
